The following release speaks for itself. It is the proof 
of the effectiveness of prohibition in a community which 
decided it had had enough of the results of liquor and 
voted itself dry. The story is quoted in THE COLUMBIA 
VISITOR of Falls Church, Va. 

Kingsport, Tenn.—“City Judge Brantley Blue re- . 
leased the following statistics recently, comparing the 
incidence of various crimes for similar three year per- 
iods before and after our community went dry.
